"Let me urge tbe tourist not to fall 
to provide himself with a stout rope— 
a piece of clothesline Is excellent— 
with which to tie up tbe trunk which 
is to go lutu the Italla'n baggage car. 
If you do not you may miss many 
train connections. It la a trick of tho 
canny Italian baggage master. 

"When you go to check or 'register' 
your trunk at the railway station this 
crofty robber will try to stick bU 
Angers under the lock or under the 
staples at the sides. Tbeu be will 
shrug bis shoulders and tell you bland- 
ly tbat he cannot accept tbe trunk for 
regtstriition. as it is not lasieued ae- 
curely enough and If the bag;:agema!i 
stole any of yo'.ir effects while en 
route tbe railroad would be respon 
sible. The trunk roust be tii>d with a 
rope and sealisl. he will tell you.

Some aulniahs are said nerer to sleep 
and this because the eyes arv never 
closed. The hares, snakes and lislies 
are couinjouly supposed to enjoy this 
unenviable distinction. The notion is, 
howaver, quite erroneous. Whale and 
tMrkIn are often quoted as sleepless 
creatures. It la supposed that If they 
made this mistalM tiMf wovid prompt- 
Jy drown!

There are sevrral trees that yield an 
oily substance much resembling butter 
and making n good substitute for it 
Some of these grow in Europe, but tb* 
best known species are natives of Af- 
rica and South America. 

Tbe Bassia butyracea. or th* "shea 
butter." aa it I* commonly called, 
grows wild on the west const of Africa. 
The butter obtained from this tree Is 
derived by pounding aud pressing the 
seeds, which are tbra* Inches long. 
When extracted th* oil assumes the 
conslatOBCp of butter and smells like 
cbocoiatOk Not boly la it an excellent 
artld* «i fla*d. but it is naad eztanalT*-. 
ly for th* OMklng of ao*p and candlea 

Tb^ aaad* of tb* crab tree of Brazil 
and Oulaaa ar* 70 per cent fat, and 
tbe "crab wood tallow" derived from 
them la •zcell*nt for tbe manufacture 
of candlaa and aoap. When boiled tbe 
taltow turaa out yellow butter which 
containa a small quantity of strych- 
nin*. Th* latter, however, ia easily re- 
moved by prolonged boiling. 

From the nutmeg a useful fat Is ob- 
tained. Tb* nutmegs which have been 
broken or damagod tiy InaccU iuw 
roaated. ground and praa**d (or th* 
fat. which ia used A>r co*m*tle and 
medicinal purpoae*. 

A tre* abounding In tho fo i o ata of 
Africa and callad by Kaffirs 'Nrhlfnlt*" 
yielda (from th* fruit or bark, thoosact 
source being unknown) a whit* batter 
like aubatanc* which conatituta* an 
lro|K>rtant artlcl* of conmorc* ob that 
continent.- New Tork World.
